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The Indecisive Ones 


The ye«r I960 has seen the downfall of 


two American political leader*, both very 
prominent m their parties and widely re- 
garded as having presidential stature, but 
both of whom had the great flaw of not be- 
ing able to make up their minds. Adlai 
Stevenson of the Democrats and Nelson 
Rockefeller of the Republicans went to 
their respective party conventions as re- 
luctant candidates: at least that was the 
pose they assumed. Although both had 
and Mill have strong — even avid — sup- 
port among important segments of their 
parties, neither really had a chance to be 
nominated once the delegates had as- 
sembled. 


The contrast between these two men 


and the two \vho did win their party nomi- 
nations is instructive. Neither John Kenne- 
dy nor Richard Nixon made any bones 
about the fact that they wanted very badly 
to be nominated, in fact each put into mo- 
tion years before the event, smoothly oper- 
ating machinery designed and built for one 
purpose only — the capture of the nomi- 
nation. 


Thus the public's attitude, as mirrored 


by that of the delegates to the conventions, 
is revealed as admiration and acceptance 
of the man who wants to be president and 
says so firmly and boldly, and rejection — 
perhaps even some contempt — for th« 
man who says he does not want to be presi- 
dent but who will run for the job if. in ef- 
fect, enough people persuade him that he 
is indispensable. 


We are not saving that the cases of 


Stevenson and Rockefeller are absolutely 
parallel. Stevenson was the true reluctant 
dragon: he kept saying that he was not a 
candidate but in such words that supporters 
l.ke Eleanor 
Roosevelt could interpret 


as meaning the opposite. Furthermore, 
we are sure that Stevenson is enough of a 
realist to have realized that his two defeats 
as the Democratic standard-bearer 
made 


it highly unlikely that he would be picked 
sgain. Nevertheless there obviously re- 


After the Conventions 


As the 1960 conventions go down ia 


history and the flags, bunting, confetti, 
boos, cheers, disappointments and triumphs 
become memories, the Wisconsin delega- 
tions to both conventions can take credit 
and some comfort. They maintained their 
independence, their principles and dignity, 
and perhaps they are closer in touch with 
the hopes and ideals of the American peo- 
ple than the applauded representatives of 
either major party. 


All Wisconsin politicians somehow feel 


they are descendants of the creators of the 
Wisconsin Idea with the emphasis upon the 
voice of the people expressed in party tick- 
ets and platforms. The Wisconsin Demo- 
crats, who call themselves liberals, and the 
Wisconsin Republicans, who are regarded 
as conservatives, are eons apart on issues, 
methods and means. But both groups this 
time were politely and effectively kicked in 
the teeth by the bigwigs of their party 
and the men for whom they had fought and 
campaigned. 


Wisconsin D e m o c r a t s who stand 


staunchly for civil rights, government aid 
1o spur free enterprise and an emphasis 
upon the so-called common man saw the 
man to whom most of them were enthusi- 
astically pledged pick Lyndon Johnson, the 
•whipping boy of the liberals, as his running 
"mate. In effect, they were told that they 
-had no place else to go except the Demo- 
cratic party and they didn't have to be 
•uooed and won as did the southern con- 
servative wing 


And the Wisconsin Republicans uho 


Jisd fought so valiantly for Vice President 
JVixon when his status was challenged by 
a host of aspirants including the governor 
t>f New York, were ignored in their em- 
phasis upon a reduction of unnecessary 
federal control? and a valve upon the 
spending sprees to buy votes. 


mamed in him a wistful hop* that lightning 
might strike, and so he settled for the am- 
bivalent position of saying he didn't want 
it, but of being willing to accept it if it 
were offered on a silver platter. 


In the case of Gov. Rockefeller there is 


still room to believe that he knew what he 
was doing even though his actions mysti- 
fied most of his fellow Republicans and a 
lot of other people too. The governor and 
his aides seem to be *a>ing now that he 
really meant it when he pulled out of the 
race last winter, but continued to permit 
speculation about his possible candidacy as 
a tacticaj maneuver to force Vice President 


, Nixon into taking a more Rockefeller-like 
position on a number of important issues. 
Even if we accept this explanation, how- 
ever, the fact remains that his manner of 
operating left an impression of indecisive- 
ness, an impression reinforced by the long 
and involved answers he gave to fairly sim- 
ple direct questions in press and television 
interviews. 


But more is involved here than mere 


political strategj. There are a number of 
qualities that the American people want in 
their 
president — intelligence, 
honesty 


both of the traditional kind and that which 
is described as "intellectual." 
personal 


warmth and the ability to exercise leader- 
ship Both Stevenson and Rockefeller have 
these qualities in considerable measure. 
But we think at this particular juncture 
of our history the American people are 
more deeply concerned than ever before 
about another quality in that office — the ' 
quality of decisiveness. In an era when a 
wrong decision, or even the absence of a 
needed decision, might bring down upon 
us a ram of thermonuclear 
explosives, 


when the failure of our government to 
move decisively at a critical moment can 
mean important defeats at the hands of 
our implacable enemy, the qualities of in- 
tellectuality ?o fully possessed by Steven- 
son or of personal warmth and sincerity as 
manifested by Rockefeller, have become 
relatively less important. 


The delegates safely home, wiping away 


the grime and spittle and perhaps the tears, 
can acknowledge that this is politics. Both 
parties want desperately to win in Novem- 
ber. Both know it will be a close and tough 
fight. The uncommitted votes in the middle 
must be primed and prodded, soothed and 
seduced. And the result is that there is 
such a small surface difference between 
the parties, their platforms and their can- 
didates as we go into the fall campaign, 
that the confused voters must fall back upon 
personal prejudices, hau styles, type of 
wives, religions, relatives, or the guy 
whose hand they happened to shake. 


Amazingly enough, whoever is elected 


in November, the nation wall probably fare 
pretty well. Perhaps there is something in 
so watering down aims and ambitions with 
compromise that the extremes can't get 
hold. 


But Wisconsin delegates to both con- 


ventions can remember this as the year 
when they were soundly licked for sticking 
to principle and refusing to admit that 
Madison avenue hucksters really had taken 
over the operation of the conventions It 
may be that the shine and the glamour, the 
movie stars and the accord at the end is 
what the people want. But we suspect that 
the American s sense of justice and repre- 
sentation is hurting this summer. 


There is something important lost in 


this attempt of both sides to be all things to 
all men Just as manv voters may so to the 
polls because election day is excitmc there 
are free rides and bake sales, and it's al- 
most a holiday. But the enthusiasm, the 
dedication, the fighting down to the last 
ballot ate thins? to be generated by the 
candidates themselves and there is evi- 
dence that they \\.11 make a lively race 
of it.

Entomologists at the Uni- 


j versity of Wisconsin report 
that killing fungus infections 
of trees resulting from feed- 
ing of the European elm bark 
beetle have occurred 
only 


.during the last two weeks of 
May. Though fungus bearing 
beetles will infect branches 
.during June, such infections 
have not killed the tree. 


With the critical infection 


period so short, it might be 
possible to spray trees with 
insecticides which lose their 
toxicity more rapidly than 
DDT does, the research men

•found that native bark beetles 
are more active than the 
smaller European Elm Bark 
beetle in attacking trees dur- 
ing this susceptible period. 
The European beetle has nor- 
mally been thought of as the 
most important vector of the 
disease. 


And, that may actually be

stress. But they feel that last 
year's findings warrant some 
attention to the native beetles 
as Dutch elm carriers—espe-

susceptibility to infection.

"Be sure you are not let- 


ting the elm trees 
in your 


yard and the yards of your 
neighbors open to attack by 
the Dutch Elm 
beetle. Ep- 


stein concluded. 
"Burn 
the 


dead elm wood immediately 
If you save it for firewood, 
it could prove to be the most 
costly firewood you've e\er 
burned."
